DIVIDEND $42,000,000 


According to the official state- 
ments of the twenty-five national 
banks of New York City for Qc- 
tober 10, last, as tabulated by 
the Financial Age in its issue of 
the ist inst., the total net earn- 
ings for the thirteen months since 
the official statements of Septem- 
ber 14, 1923, aggregate $53,924,- 
500. Ot this sum $42,073,500 were 
paid in dividends to shareholders 
and $11,851,000 added to surplus 
and undivided profits. 

The total capital of these banks 
amounts to 162,950,000 and the 
total dividends averaged 25.8 per 
cent. But many of the banks paid 
five dividends during the period, 
as October 1 is a quarterly divi- 
dend period, so that the percentage 
stated is slightly above what it 
would be for only one full year. 
The actual net earnings for the 
entire period were equal to 33 per 
cent of the capital stock. 

The total eapital, surplus and 
profits of these banks, rightly called 
the real investment capital of the 
shareholders, amounted on Octo- 
ber 10 to $467,686,000, and the 
ratio of earnings to the average 
amount of this sum employed dur- 
ing the period was equal to 8.7 
per cent.

WHACK AT PSYCINATRY 

After making the radical claim that 
surgery had progressed so far beyond the 
other branches of the healing art as to leave 
them away in the background a prominent 
New York surgeon, in a recent medical dis- 
cussion, scoffed at some of the “present-day 
fads” of physicians, some of whom, he held, 
were relying too much upon psychothera- 
peutics, which he characterised as “a sort 
of refined voodooism.” Laymen, too, he 
said, were getting very distorted views 
through the reading of books on psycho- 
ree" ha accepting as authoritative much 
that was purely speculative and often occult. 
One can hear the psychiatrist's comment 
upon this as “old-school talk,” “uninformed 
ideas,” “envious contumely” and so forth 
though the claims of some of them for fie 
healing virtues of psychiatry are as radical, 
on their side, as those of the surgeon on 
his. Conservative practitioners of psycho- 
therapeutics make no pretension in a gen- 
eral way that their art has superseded sur- 
gery, though there are faith healers who 
profess to have cured diseages where sur- 
geons have failed. All that the psychiatrist 
is laying claim to is that, if it appears to be 
possible to reach the seat of disease through 
the patient’s mind and to treat it success- 
fully through that medium, he is willing at 
all times to make the attempt. Many dis- 
eases have a mental origin. Often they are 
based upon fear or nervous habit. It is the 
fear that he will suffer or die without bis 
daily potion which, as much as anything, 
confirms the drug addict in his habitual use 
of narcotics. Remarkably good work is be- 
ing done in the psychiatric clinics in the 
cure of drug addictions, mental disorders 
and chronic alcoholism. 

A recent magazine article, ridiculing psy- 
choanalysis, was more humorous than con- 
vincing. although that part of it which made 
sport of the half-baked ideas of those young 
lay readers who go about talking of com- 
plexes, reflexes and reactions, with only 
vague notions of the subject matter, toyinz, 
as it were, with a very deep subject, con- 
stituted a valid criticism of these dilettante 
dabblers and superficial amateurs in psycho- 
analysis, a science of which most of them 
have acquired merely the terminology. ;

‘The commission of traffic experts un- 
der the auspices of the American Electriz 
Railway Association presents a preliminary 
report which covers a survey of several 
months of conditions existing in thirty of 
the largest cities of America: Complete 
elimination of parking in congested busi- 
ness districts is the only complete solution 
to the traffic terrors of the big towns. That 
seems to be the unanimous belief of the 
investigatofs. 
The fact that few streets were ever laid 
out with a conception of present traffic con- 
ditions complicates the puzzle and explains 
the present sitdation. Nevertheless, the 
service rendered in the movement of traffic 
is entirely Out of proportion to the ares 
utilized. The standing vehicles, of course, 
do not provide for any passenger movement. 
Moving automobiles are carrying an aver- 


age of less than two persons each, while 


moving street cars, especially during peak 
hours, will carry more than 100 passengers. 
In other words, the 20 per cent of street 
area used by standing autos carries no traf- 
fic, the 75 per cent occupied by moving 
motors bears from 30 to 40 per cent of the 
total traffic flow and the trifling 5 per cent 
occupied by moving street cars carries the 
disproportionate 60 to 70 per cent of the 
whole volume of traffic. Yet in most pro- 
ects for expediting traffic the least consid- 
eration is given to the street cars, which 
are bearing the vast majority of the busi- 
ness. 

Various measures of relief will suggest 
themselves in different cities. In some 
there must be opening of new thorough- 
fares, widening of existing streets, con- 
struction of elevated roads or subways, the 
arcading of sidewalks, the rerouting of cars, 
the elimination of turns and other helps, 
but to speed the flow of traffic the main 
arteries should have an almost uninterrupt- 
ed right of way. This should be broken 
Only when cross traffic piles up of sufficient 
volume to warrant an interruption of the 
main flow. Furthermore, if any vehicle is 
to be delayed it should not be the one 
which is occupying the least proportionate 
space while carrying the highest percentage 
of traffic—the street car. Yet every minute 
in our local traffic sonfe feverish motorist 
playing a lone hand will cut m ahead of a

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THE MEANING 
OF EVOLUTION 


BY DAVID STARR JORDAN 

In the matter of evolution the 
facts and factors are of more di- 
rect importance than the theory it- 
self. For no theory bears the 
stamp of reality until the accumu 
lation of knowledge behind it ren- 
ders its conclusions inevitable. The 
essence of organic evolution is that 
the animals and plants now living 
were derived from previous forms 
by the continued operation of nat- 
ural causes. This view of life has 
gathered such momentum of fact 
as to admit of no intelligent denial, 
The problem of science is to sift 
these facts and to assign relative 
values to the factors involved. As 
to these factors, there is still con- 
siderable difference of opinion. 
This is largely due to the circum- 
stances that to each student the 
facts he knows loom larger than 
those sought out by some one else. 
But the general truth is questioned 
only in prejudice or in ignorance, 
and we must admit that, even in 
the highest civilization, ignorance 
may at any time control a majority 
vote. The evidences for evolution 
to most people are wholly second- 


hand and of a character imperfect- 


ly understood. 


mechanism of the universe and the 
perfect fitting of life to its envi- 
ronment are no chance products of 
fortuitous: clashing. It is, there- 
fore, a function of science to see 
the universe in the large and to 
recognize the power and wisdom, if 


unknown and, to science, unknow- 
able Creator through whom all 
things have their being. 

Religion has its origin in awe and 
reverence, its ent in the 
sense of duty and in the effort to 
keep within the narrow way that 
leads to personal happiness. Our 
“knowledge of good and evil,” bow 
ever obtained, makes this possible. 

On an entirely different side the 
scientific man recognizes 
mighty power of love, which runs 
like. a golden thread through all 
animate life, finding its climax in 
the most perfect devotion possible 
to man. These two elements, pow- 
er and love, we must recognize as 
emanating from the same source 
as all other divine things. The 
mission of Jesus may be defined as 
bringing into harmony the t\ 9 con- 
ceptions of power and love, both 
equally divine, whatever their mai- 
ifestation. 

From this point of view the man 
of science is interested in the 
teachings of Jesus, so far as these 


are recorded, but has little respect 


for the superstitions, by which, 
through ignorance or design, these 
have been encumbered. Hence his 
interest in religious organizations, 
dogmas, ceremonies, symbolism, 
traditions and the emotions to 
which these have given rise is 
mainly historical. He does not look 
on the books called -sacred as oth- 
er than what, in their honesty, they 
appear to be. They are collections 
written at various periods, of tra- 
ditions, poems, episodes in history, 
records of feeling, appeals for bet- 
ter living, all valuable as indicat- 
ing the striving of a wise and brave 
race to idealism in religion. But 
until the sixteenth century they 
were never regarded as infallible 
sources of matters of fact. The 
man of science knows that every 
discoverer of new truth in any land 
has been regarded as a heretic in 
his day. Every religious creed— 
being a protest against current su- 
perstitions—was written by men 
regarded by their neighbors as dan- 
gerous innovators.

STARTS WITH FEVER 


The malady is presaged by a 
high fever, coughing and quick- 
ened breathing. due to congestion 
The temperature is 
high and irregular, the course of 
che illness is rapid and the physical 
signs are those of broncho-pneu- 
monia. The disease develops in 
from two to seven days after ex- 
posure and death occurs in three 
or four days. The death rate 
among cases is very high. 

The pneumonic type of the dis- 
ease can only originate from a bu- 
bonic case, by inhalation of air 
charged with bubonic germs. An 
original pneumonic case cannot ve 
transmitted from any other source, 
but, of course, one pneumonic case 
can and does caure others. The 
disease is highly contagious. 

DISEASE OF RODENTS 

The malady is principally a dis- 
ease of rats and ground squir- 
rels. The first California case was 
chcovered in San Francisco's Chi- 
natown in 1900. The belief is that 
it was carried to this country by 
infected rates from the Orient and 
that the subsequent outbreaks

Prof. Davis Says Aim of Most 
Leaders is Money 


Many Societies Conducted to

Criminology Academy Hears 
Noted Speaker 


cleties were conducted by their 
leaders for the purpose of getting 
from their members large sums of 
money by means, though question- 
able, which could not be reached 
by the criminal law was the un- 
qualified statement made by Prof. 
M. L. Davis, noted physicist and 
traveler and member of more than 
fifteen occult societies, before the 
Southern California Academy of 
Criminology .at the dinner gather- 
ing at the University of California, 
Southern Branch, Monday night. 

Dr. Thomas J. Orbison, president 
of the academy, presided and in- 
troduced the speakers, among whom 
were Raymond I. Turney, direc- 
tor of the Los Angeles Crime Com- 
mission, who spoke on the recent 
survey in the County Jail; Fred C. 
Nelles superintendent of the 
Stato School at Whittier; Prof. 8. 
I. Franz of the University of Cal- 
ifornia, Southern Branch; Dr. Paul 
E. Bowers, former superintendent 
of the Indiana State Penitentiary, 
and Sheriff Traeger. 


SHOWS RITUALS 


Prof. Davis told of joining the 
various societies for the purpose 
of gaining an insight into their 
practices and he illustrated with 
stereopation views portions of their 
ritualistic work. There were many 
mystic societies in Los Angeles, he 
said, that preyed on the sick and 
bereaved. 

Prof. Davis stated emphatically 
that the underlying object of the 
leaders was to get thelr students 
finally to lige in a dream world, 
forgetful of realities, at which 
point they became irresponsible 
and generally gave what funds 
they had to the society to which 
they belonged. 


INNER CIRCLES 


In most of the societies he said 
there was an inner circle to which 
the general public was not admit- 
ted and which taught as a general 
rule a pseudo-science related to 
sexuality and sex questions. 

The only remed he said in 
concluding his address, was an 
expose of the methods pursued and 
broader education of the general 
public. 4 psuedo-science was 
taught in the occult societies, he 
said, which was a twisting of the 
laws of real science to suit the 
teaching of the society in question. 
Mr. Turney spoke on the re- 
sults of the recent survey in the 
County Jail among inmates and 
In his conclusion said the survey 
indicated there was something 
wrong with the present education- 
al methods; with religion as 
taught and that the survey in- 
dicated that economic environ- 
ment was not responsible for the 
prisoners being where they were. 
Seven per cent of the inmates 
of the County Jalil, he said, were 
college graduates as against 6's 
per cent in civil life, 12% per cent 
had college training and 45 per 
cent were high school graduates 
— against 25 per cent in civil 


ife. 
LACK OF TRAINING 

All the prisoners agreed, he said. 
that there had been a lack of 
moral training and the lack of 
training in the schools that would 
build character and in the reli- 
giong all of which were repre- 
sented. 

The majority of the prisoners 
agreed, he said, that habitual 
criminals should not be allowed 
to marry and bring children into 
the world and were in favor of 
measures to prevent reproduction. 

All believed in punishment, he 
said, but favored § institutions 
risoners could be employed 
producing some commodity. 

The speaker urged segregation | 
of various classes and ages of 
prisoners.

Pastor From Panama Says San Blas Aborigines Are 
Not Savage Either; Albinos Cause of Story 


Mr. White, now at the Clark 
Hotel is here on his vacation.

The white“ Indians of San Blas, found principally on an island 
group off the Isthmus of Panama, some distance east of the Canal 
Zone, are neither so white nor so savage as sundry reports on the 
aborigines would have them, according to Rev. Edward J. Cooper, 
pastor of Christ-Church-by-the-Sea 


at Colon, Panama. 


“As a matter of fact the region 
where the San Blas Indians are 
found has been entered in places 
by planters who are developing 
the banana industry there and 
some of the Indians have become 
sufficiently civilized to take an ac- 
tive part in growing this fruit,” 
said Mr. Cooper. “I have a friend 
who has been working among the 
San Blas Indians for years and 16 
thoroughly acquainted with cén- 
ditions among them. 

“He states that they are a well 
built and upstanding tribe, char- 
acterized by their fearlessness, 
but not more distinguished for 
ferocity than other Indian tribes. 
It is true, that they have kept 
themselves aloof from contact with 
the white man longer than most 
of the other natives in that part 
of the world, but that is probably 
due largely to their isolated 
situation.”

Mr. Roemer stated that Dr. Mac- 
Millan is planning another expedi- 
tion into the Arctic, which will 
start next June. On this trip, the 
explorers will carry both high and 
low-wave transmitting and receiv- 
ing radio sets. 

“The low-wave transmitting set 
will enable all the amateurs in the 
country to pick up messages from 
the Far North,” said Mr. Roemer.
